SAFETY  PATROL 

Distinguished  by  white  belts  and  badges,  the  safety  patrolmen  carry  out  their 
duties  efficiently  as  bus  or  ground  patrolmen.  Each  year,  near  the  beginning  of  the 
session,  the  .Safety  Patrol  is  organized  with  its  main  objective  being  the  protection 
of  all  school  children,  from  each  of  the  seven  buses,  a  boy  and  girl  is  elected  to 
serve  as  bus  patrolmen,  seeing  that  order  is  kept  on  the  bus  and  that  children 
load  and  unload  in  a  safe  manner.
